“Everybody who ever has made or
owned a highly polished article of fur-
nisure knows that the surface is liable
to break into small eracks—become
finely crackled—and thus its beauty is
lost. This crackling is caused by the
faet that sudden changes of temper-
ture affect varnish — especially fine
piano varnish—almost instantly. while
the wood beneath contracts or es-
pands at a different rate. This splin-
ters the varnish. and thus far no man-
ufacturer has been able ro get the
best of the situation.

“We are waiting for this entirely
possible elastic varnish. which, when
it shall come, will be wmore welcome to
the manufacturers of fine furniture
than the fAying wmachine is to the world
at large. A piano, delicate as it is.
conld be stored in an icehouse without
detriment to its polished surface, pro-
vided the temperature was Kept even.
